Ecauſe all men be ſinners and offenders 
agamſt God, and bꝛea kers of his Law 
and Commandements, therefo2e can no 
man by his owne acs,wozks,and deeds 
 Cleeme they neuer lo good) bee iuſtified 
and made righteous befoze GOD: but 
euery man ol neceſlity is conſtrained to

This is that iuſkficati- 
on 02 righteoulnelle which S. Paul ſpeaketh of, when hee layth, No man 
is iuſtiſied by the wozkes of the Law, but freely by faith in Jeſus Chꝛiſt. 

And againe he [aith,TUe beleeue in Jeſu Chꝛiſt, that we be tultified freely . . 
by the kayth of Chalſt,and not by the woꝛkes of the Law, becauſe that na 
man ſhall bee iuſtrfied by the wozkes of the Law.

moſt vpꝛight and equall iuſtice. is great mercy hee ſhewed vnto vs in de⸗ 
liuering vs from our fozmer captinity , without requiring ok any ran-

keth D. Paul in the third chap. ol the Romanes, All haue offended,and haue 
neede of the gloꝛy of GHD, but are iuſtified freely by grace, by redemp⸗ 
tion which is in Jeſu Cid. whom GDD hath tent fozth to vs toꝛ a re- 
conciler and peace-maker,th2ough faithin his blood,to ſhew his righteoul⸗ 
nes. And in the tenth chap, Chriſt is the end of the Law vnto righteoul⸗ 
nes, to euery man that beleeueth. And in the 8. chap. That which was 
impoſſible by the Law, in as much as it was weake by the fleſh, GOD 
ſendinghis owne Sonne, in the limilitude of (full fleſh,by ſinne condem- 
ned ſin in the fleſh, rags — of the Law might bee fulfilled in 
vs, which walke not after the fl after the ſpirit.

But as hee 
that readeth Cæſars Commentaries, beleeuing th? lame to bee true, hath 
thereby ——. of Cæſars life and Acts, becaule hee belee- 
ueth the hiſtozy of Czlar : yet it is not pꝛoperly ſayd that hee beleeueth in 
Czlar, of whom helooketh fo2 no helpe noꝛ benefit, Euen ſo hee that be- 
teeueth that al that is ſpoken of GOD in the Bible is true, and pet li⸗ 
ueth lo vngodly, that hee cannot looke to enioy the pꝛomiles and benefits 
of S: although it may bee ſayd, that ſuch a man hath a faith and 
beliefe to the Wozds of GOD, yet it is not p2operly ſayd that he belee- 
ueth in GOD, oꝛ hath ſuch a faith and truſt in SOD; whereby hee may 
ſurely looke foz grace, mercy, and euerlaſting like at S had,

bee receiued at GODD hand: and that although wee, thꝛough infirmitie

ned vnto it, and is bꝛingeth foozth all good 
wozkes, Now as concerning the ſame matter, you hall 
Ertl zi heare what followeth, The wiſe man ee that beleeueth in GOD, 4 
| will hearken vnto his commaundements, Foꝛ if wee doe not ſhewe our 
Celues faithfull in our conuerl ation, the faith which wee pꝛetend to haue, 
is but a fained faith : becauſe the true Chziſtian faith is manifeſtly ſhew: 
drs 4-64: ed by good liuing, and not by woꝛdes onely,as S. Auguſtine ſaith, Good © 
& operibus. liuing cannot bee ſeparated from true faith which wozketh by loue, And 
Cos ©.Chryſoſtome laith, fayth of it ſelfe is full of good woꝛkes: as loone as 
E522 a man doch beleeue, hee ſhallbe garniſhed with them. How plentifull this 
n faith is of good wozkes , and how it maketh the woꝛke ol one man moꝛe 
xe 11 acceptable to G, then of another, S. Paul teacheth at large in the ri, | 
Gen.s, Chapter to the Yeb.ſaying,That faith made the oblation of Abel, better | 
— then the oblation of Cain. This made Noah to build the Arke. This made 
genf Abraham tofb2Cakehis Country, and all his friends, and to goe into a far 
Country, there to dwell among ſtrangers. So did allo Iſaak and Iacob, 
depending oꝛ hanging only of the helpe and truſt that they had in GOD. 
And when they came to the countrey which GSO D pꝛomiled them, they 
would build no Citties,Townes,noz Houles, but liued like ſtrangers in 
Tents, that might euerie day bee remoued, Their truſt was lo much in 
GOD, that they [et but little by any woꝛldly thing foꝛ that GOD had 
pꝛepared foꝛ them better dwelling places in Heauen of his owne founda⸗ 
tion and building, This faith made Abraham ready at GODS com- 
Gt mandement, to offer his owne Sonne and heire Iſaak whom hee loued ſo 
199 well, and by whom hee was pzomiſed to haue innumerable iſſue, among 
15 the which, one ould bee boꝛne, in whom all nations ſhould bee bleſſed, 
. truſting lo much in GOD, that though hee were llaine, yet that GOD 
Fi: was able by his omnipotent power to raiſe him from death; and per⸗ 
fo2me his pzomile,Yee miſtruſted not the pzomiſe of E O D ilthough vn 
to his reaſon euery thing ſeemed contrary. He beleeued verily that GO 
would not foꝛlake him in death and famine that was in the Country, And 
in all other daungers that hee was bꝛought vnto , hee truſted euer that

cwoꝛds edges: faith hath giuen weake men ſtrength, victoꝛy in battaile, 


ouerthꝛowne the armies of Jnfidels,rayſed the dead to lie: faith hath made 1.

O haue heard in the ſecond part of this Sermon, that 
no man ſhould thinke that hee hath that lively Faith 
which Scripture commandeth, when hee not obe⸗ 
diently to GODS Lawes, foz all good wotkes ſpzing 
out of that Faith: And allo it hath beene declared vnto you 
by examples, that faith makethmen ſtedfaft,quiet,and pa- 
tient in all affliction, Now as concerning the ſame mat⸗ 
ter, you ſhall heare what followeth. A man may ſoone deceiue himſelfe, 
and thinke in his owne phantaſie,that he by Faith knoweth GHD,loueth 
him, feareth him, and belongeth to him, when in very deede hee doeth no⸗ 
thing leſſe, For the triall of all theſe things is a —— and Chꝛiſtian 
life, Hee that feeleth his heart ſet to lecke Gods honour, and ſtudieth to 


know the will and commandements of God, and to frame himCelfe there:

Such was the rudenelſle of the people, 

after they fell to their owne phantaſies, and left the eternall living God 

and his Commandements, that they deuiled innumerable Images and 

gods, In which errour and blindneſſe they did remaine, vntill ſuch time 

as Almighty God , pitying the blindneſſe or man, ſent his true Pꝛo⸗ 

phet Moles into the woꝛld, to rep2ooue and rebuke this extreme mad⸗ 

neſle, and to teach the people to know the onely liuing God and his 

true honour and woꝛſhip. But the corrupt inclination of man was 

ſo much giuen to follow his owne phantaſie, and /as you would ſay) to 

fauour his owne bird, that hee bꝛought vp himlelfe, that all the admo- 

nitions, exhoꝛtations, benefits, and thꝛeatenings of God, could not 

keepe him froin ſuch his inuentions. Foz notwithſtanding all the benefits 

of God ſhewed vnto the people of Jſrael , yet when Motcs went vp into The = 

the mountaine to ſpeake with Almighty God, her had tarried there but a {kc Halle, 
fevs dayes, when the people began to inuent new gods.

yea allo vaine inuentions, vnfruitfull ceremontes , and vngodly lawes, 
Deerees and DECrees, and councels of Rome, were in ſuch wile aduanced, that nothing 
ecrerals, Wag thought comparable in authozity , wiſedome, learning, and godli⸗ 
neſſe,vnto them. So that the lawes of Nome, (as they ſaid) were to bee 
receiued of all men, as the foure Euangeliſts, to the which all lawes of 
Punces mult giue place. And the Lawes of GDD alſo partly were left 
oft,and leſſe eſteemed,that the ſaid lawes, decrees and councels, with their 
traditions and ceremonies might bee moꝛe duely kept, and had in greater 
reuerence, Thus was the people though ignoꝛance ſo blinded with the 
godly ſhew and appearance of thoſe things, that they thought the ker 
ping of them to bee a more holineſle, a moze perfect Ceruice and honouring | 
of GOD,and moꝛe pleaſing to God, then the keeping of Gods Comman- 
dements. Duch hath beene the cozrupt inclination of man, euer ſuperſtt- 
tiouſly giuen to matze new honouring of GOD of his ownehead, and 
then to haue more affection and deuotion to keepe that, then to ſearch out 
Gods holy Commandements,and to keepe them. And furthermoꝛe, to 
take GODS Commindements koꝛ mens commandements, and mens 
commandements koꝛ Gods Commandements,yea,and fo2 the higheſt and 
moſ 
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loue all men,ſpeake well of all 
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helpe them, and pleale

In 

which delcription oꝛ leting koꝛth, euery man ( as it were in a glafſe)niap 

—— plaimely without errour, whether hee bee in the 
true , 

Charity is, to loue GOD With all our heart, all our ſoule, and all 
our powers and ſtrength. With all our heart: That ts to ſay, that out 
heart, minde,and ſtudy bee ſet to beleeue his Qloꝛd, to truſt in him, and to 
loue him aboue all other things that wee loue beſt in heauen oz in earth. 
Vith all our life: that is to cap, that our chiefe top and delight be ſet vpon 
him and his honour , and our whole life giuen vnto the ſeruice of him a- 
boue all things, with him to liue aud die, and to fozſake all other things, 
rather then him, Foꝛ hee that loueth his father oꝛ mother,ſonne oꝛ daugh- 
ter, houle, oz land, moe then mee ſaith Chziſt ) is not woꝛthy to haue 
mee. With all our power, that is to ſay, that with our hands and feete, 
with our eyes and eares, our mouthes and tongues , and with all our 
parts and powers, both of body and ſoule, wee ſhould bee giuen to the bee- 
ping and fulfilling of his commandements. (This is the firſt and pꝛinci⸗ 


all part of charity,but it is not the whole: foꝛ charity is alſo to loue eue⸗ 
ry man, good and euill, friend and foe,and whatſoeuer cauſe bee giuen to 
the contrary , pet neuerthelefle to beare good will and heart vnto euery 
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man, to vle our ſelues well vnto them, aſwell in wozds and counte⸗ 
nances, as in all our outward actes and deeds : fo co Chziſt himſelfe 
taught, and lo allo hee perfo2med indeede, Df the loue of GOD hee 
taught in this wiſe vnto a Doctoz of the Law, that aſked him which was 
the great and chiefe Commandement in the Law. Loue thy Loꝛd GOD, 


(cayd Chꝛiſt ) with all thy heart, with all thy ſoule,and with all thy minde acer. :;; 


And of the loue , that wee ought to haue among our lelues each to other 


hee teachcth vs thus: Pou haue heard it taught in times paſt, Thou ſhalt 1. 
loue thy kriend, and hate thy foe : But A tell pou , Loue your enemies, ,,.. . 


ſpeake well of them that defame and ſpeakeeuill of you, doe well to them 
that hate you, pꝛay foꝛ them that vere and perſecute you, that you may bee 
the child2en of your father that is in heauen. Foz hee maketh his Sunne 
to riſe both vpon the euill and good, and ſendeth raine to the iuſt and vn- 
iuſt. Foz if you loue them that loue vou, what reward ſhall you haue 
Doe not the Publicanes likewiſe * Ind it you ſpeake well onely of them 
that bee your bꝛethꝛen and deare beloued friends, what great matter is 
that! Doe not the Heathen the lame allo?! Theſe bee the very woꝛds of 
our Dautour Chꝛiſt himſelfe, touching the loue of our neighbour, And 
foꝛalmuch as the Phariſes (with their moſt peſtilent traditions, and 
falſe interpꝛetations, and gloſſes ) had coꝛrupted, and almoſt clearely ſtop⸗ 
ped vp this pure Weil of SOD liuely 2Uo2d, teaching that this loue 
and charity pertained onely co a mans friends, and that it was ſufficient 
fo2 a man to loue them whith doe loue him, and hate his foes ; theretoze 
Chriſt opened this Cell againe, purged it and lcoluꝛed it, by giuing vnto 
his godly law of charity, a true and cleare interpꝛetation, which is this: 
that wee ought to loue euery man, both friend and foe, adding thereto 
what commodity wee ſhall haue thereby, and what incommodity by doing 
the contrary. What thing can wee wiſh ſo good foꝛ vs, as the eternall 
heauenly Father, to reckon, and take vs foꝛ his childzen ? Ind this ſhall 
we be ſure of (ſayth Chꝛiſt / ir we loue euery man without exception. And 
it we doe otherwile (ſaith hee) wee be no better then the Phariles, Pub⸗ 
licanes, and Heathen, and ſhall haue our reward with them, that is, to bee 
ſhut out from the number of GODS choſen childzen,and from his euer⸗ 
laſting inheritance m heauen, The 

(Thus of true charity, Chziſt taught that euery man is bound to loue 
GOD aboue all things, and to loue euery man, friend and foe, And 
this likewiſe hee did vſe himſelfe, cxhozting his aduerſaries, rebu⸗ 
king the faults or his aduerſaries , and when hee could not amend them, 
pet hee pꝛaped foꝛ them. Firſt hee loued GOD his Father aboue all 
things, ſo much that hee . not his owne gloꝛy and will, but the 


gloꝛp and will of his Father, I teeke not (ſaydhee) mine owne will, 4 6: 


but the will of him that ſent mee, Noꝛ hee retuled not to die, to ſatiſfie 
his Fathers will, ſaying, It it may bee, let this cuppe of death paſſe „ .;. 
from mee: if not. thy will bee done, and not mine. Yee loued not onely 
his friends, but allo his enemies, which (in their hearts) bare ercee- 
ding great hatred againſt him, and with their ſpake all euill of 
him, and in their * — 
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power, euen vnto death, vet, all this notwithſtanding, hee withdꝛew 
not his fauour from them, but ſtill loued them, pꝛeached vnto them of 
loue , rebuked their kalle doctrine, their wicked ung , and did good vn⸗ 
to them, patiently taking whatſoeuer they ſpake oꝛ did agamſt him, 


When they gaue him euill woꝛds, hee gaue none cuillagaine, When | 


they did ſtrike hun, hee did not mite him againe: and when hee ſuffred 
death, hee did not lay them,noz thzeaten them, but pꝛayed foꝛ them, and 
did put all things to his Fathers will. And as a ſheepe that is led vnto 
the ſhambles to bee ſlaine, and as a lambe that is ſhozne of his fleece , ma- 


keth no noyle noꝛ reſiſtance, euen ſo he went to his death, without anß 


repugnance, oꝛ opening of his mouth to lay any euill. Thus haue J let 
foozth vnto you what Charity is, aſwell by the doctrine , as by the ecam- 
ples of Chꝛiſt himlelke, whereby allo euery man may without errour 
know himCelfe, what late and condition hee ſtandeth in, whether hee bee 
in charity, (and lo the child of the Father in heauen ) oꝛ not,Fot although 
almoſt euery man perl wadeth himſelfeto bee in charity, yet let him exa⸗ 
mine none other man, but his owne heart, his life and conuerſation, and 
hee ſhall not bee deceiued, but truely dilcerne and iudge whether hee bee in 


perfect charity oꝛ not, Foꝛ hee that followeth not his owne appetite and 


will, but giueth himCſelfe earneſtly to GOD , to doe all his will and 


commandements, hee may bee ſure that hee loueth GD D aboue all 


things and elle ſurely hee loueth him not, whatſoeuer hee pꝛetend: as 
chu ſayd, It pee loue mee,keepe my Commandements, Foz hee that 
knoweth my Commandements,and keepeth them hee it is ( ſayth Chꝛiſt⸗ 
that loueth mee. And againe hee ſapth,Hee that loueth me, will keepe my 
Mond, and my Father will loue him, and wee will both come to him, and 
dwell with him: and hee that loueth mee not, will not keepe my WWozd, 
And likewile hee that beareth a good heart and minde, and vſeth well 


his tongue and deeds vnto euery man, friend and foe,hee may know there: | 
by that he hath charity. And when he is ſure that Almighty God taketh | 


him fo his deare beloued Donne, as ©.lohn ſayth, Heereby manifeſtly 
are knowne the childzenof GG D, from the childzen of the Diuell: 
foz wholoeuer doth not loue his bzother, belongeth 
not vnto GDD, 1

Fj DU haue heard a plaine and a fruitfull ſetting foozth of 
SNL) charity, and how pzofitable and neceſſary a thing chariti 
is:how charitie ſtretcheth it ſelfe both to GOD and man, 
friend andfoe , and that by the Doctrine and example of 
Chzilt:and alſo who may certifie himteite whether he bee 
in perfect charity,oz not. Now as concerning the ſame mat⸗ 
ter it followeth.The peruerle nature of man, co2rupt with ſine, and de „eg cara: 
ſtitute of GODD Woꝛd and grace, thinketh it againſt all realon, that a men that will 
man ſhould loue his enemie,and hath many perſwalions which bzing him e at, 
to the contrary. AgainC all which reaſons, wee ought al well to let the : 
teaching, as the liuing of our Sauiour Chzilt,who louing vs (when wee 
were his enemies ) doeth teach vs to loue our enemies. Hee did patiently 
take koꝛ vs many repꝛoches, cuſtered beating, and molt cruell death. There⸗ 
fore wee bee no members of him, if wee will not follow him. Chꝛiſt 
(caith S. Peter )ſuſtered foz vs, leauing an example that we ſhould follow 


— wee mult conſider , that to loue our friends, is no moꝛe 
my but that which theeues, adulterers, homicide S, and all wicked perſons 
doe zin do much that Jewes, (Turkes, Jnfidels,and all bzuite bealis doe 
. loue them that bee their friends , of whom they haue their liuing, oꝛ any 
ell other benefits. But to loue enemies, is the p2oper condition of them 
— that bee the childꝛen ol GO, the dilciples and follow?rs of Chziſt,

ithſtanding , mans froward and cozrupt nature weigheth ouer 

v many tunes, the offence and diſpleaſure done vnto him by ene⸗ 

mies, and thinketh it a burden intolerable , to bee bound to lone them 

chat hate him. But the burden ſhould bee eaſie ynough, if ( on the other 

ſide) euery man would con{ider , what diſpleaſure hee hath done to his e⸗ 
nemie againe, and what pleaſure hee hath receiued of his enemie, And if 
7 wee indeno cquall oꝛ cuenrecompence,neithet in receiuing pleaſures of 
dur enemies, not in requiting diſpleaſures vnto him againe then let vs 
ponder the diſpleaſures which we haue done vnto Almighty GSD, how 
often and how grieuouſly wee haue offended him, whereof if wee will 
haue ok GOD koꝛgiueneſſe, there is none other remedy, but to foꝛgiue 
the offences done vnto vs, which bee very ſmall, in compariſon of our of- 
fences done againſt GOD. As if wee conſider that hee which hath offen- 
ded vs deſerueth not to beefozgiuen ol vs let vs conſider againe, that we 
much leſle deſerue to bee koꝛgiuen ot GOD, And although our enemis 
deſerue not to be fozgiuen fo2 his owone cake, yet we ought to foꝛgiue him 
foz GODD loue,conſidering how great and many benefits we haue re⸗ 
ceiued of him, without our deſerts, and that Chꝛiſt hath deſerued of vs, 
that foz his ſabe wee ſhould foꝛgiue them their treſpaſies comnutted =

gainſt vs. But heere may riſe a neceſſary queſtion to bee diſſolued. It cha⸗ 
ritie require to think?, ſpeake, and doe well vnto euery man, both good 
and euill: how can Magiſtrates execute iuſtice vpon malefacto2s oʒ euill 
doers with charitie © How can they caſt euill men in pꝛilon, tabe away 
their goods, and ſometimes their liues, accozding to Lawes,if charitie 
will not ſuffer them to to doe ?: Hereunto is a plaine and a brefe ant wer, 
that plagues and punichments bee not euill of themlelues, if they bee well 
taken ok the harmeleſſe. And to an euill man they are both good and ne⸗ 
ceſſarie, and may bee executed accoꝛding to charity , and with charitie 
ſhould be executed. Foz declaration whereof, you (hall vnderſtand that 


che hah chaxitie hath two offices, the one contrary to the other, and yet both ne⸗ 


two ottices.

ceſſary to bee vſed vpon men of contrary ſozt and diſpolition, The one 
office of charity is, to cherich good and harmeleſle men, not to opp2eſſe them 
with falſe accuſations, but to encourage them with rewards to doe well, 
and to continue in well doing, defending them with the [wo2d from their 
aduerſaries:as the office of Biſhops andPaſtours is, to pꝛaiſe good men 
foz well doing, that they may continue therein, and to rebuke and coz- 
rect by the Wozd of GOD, the offences and crimes of all euill diſpoſed 
perſons, The other office of charity is, to rebuke , cozrec, and puniſh 
vice, without regard of perſons, and is to be vled againſt them onely that 
be euill men, and malefacours oz euill doers. And that it is al well 
the office of charitie to rebuke , puniſh , and cozrect them that bee e- 
uill , as it is tocheriſh and reward them that bee good and harmelelle. 
S. Paul declareth ( waiting to the Romanes) ſaying, That the high pow- 
ers are oꝛdained of GOD , not to be dꝛeadtull to them that doe Well, but 
vnto malefactoꝛs, to dꝛaw the ſ woꝛd to take vengeance of him that com⸗ 
mitteth the ſinne. And Saint Paul biddeth Timothy ſtoutly and earneſtly 
to rebuke ſinne by the Wozd of GOD. So that both offices ſhould be di⸗ 
ligently executed, to fight againſt the kingdome of the Deuill, the Pꝛea⸗ 
cher with the Moꝛd, and the Gouernours with the [wozd, Elle they nei⸗ 
ther loue G OD, noꝛ them whom they gouerne,if{foz lacke of coꝛrection) 
they wilfully ſuiter GOD to be oltended, and them whom they gouerne, 
to periſh, Foz as euery louing father cozrecteth his naturall lonne when 
he doeth amille,o2 elle hee loueth him not: ſo all gouernours of Kealmes, 
Countreys, Townes, and Houles, ſhould louingly cozrec them which 
bee offendours vnder their gouernance , and cheriſh them which liue in- 
nocently , if they haue any reſpec either vnto GOD and their office, oꝛ 
loue vnto them of whom they haue gouernance. And ſtich rebukes and 
of them that oftend, muſt be done in due time, leſt by delay, 
the offenders fall headlong,into all manner of miſchiefe,amd not onely be 
euill themſelues , but allo doe hurt vnto many men, dꝛawing other by 
their euill example, to ſinne and outrage after them. As one theefe may 
both robbe many men, and alſo make many theeues : andone ſeditious 
perſon may allure many, and annoy a whole Towne 02 Countrie, And 
ſuch euill perſons that be ſo great oſtenders to GO D, and the Common 
weale, charitis requireth to be cut from the body of the Common weale, 
leſt they coꝛrupt other good and honeſt perſons ; lite as a good Surgion 
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tutteth away a rotten and keſtered member, fo loue hee hath to the whole 
body,leſt it infect other members adiopning vnto it, Thus it is declared 
vnto you what true charitieoꝛ Chꝛiſtian loue ts, ſo plainely,that no man 
need to be deceiued. Nuhich loue, wholoeuer keepeth, not onely towards 
GOD ( whom hee is bound to loue aboue all things) but alto toward 
his neighbour,as well friend as foe, it ſhallſurely keepe him frs all offence 
of G, and iuſt oſtence of man, Theretoꝛe beare well away this one 
ſhoꝛt leſl on, that by true Chꝛiſtian charitie, GOD ought to be loued, good, 
and cuill,friend,and foe, and to all luch, we oughteas we may to doe good: 
thoſe that be good, of loue to encourage and cherich, becaule they be good: 
and thoſe that be euill, of loue to pꝛocure and ſecke their cozrection and 
due puniſhment, that they may thereby either be bꝛought to goodneſle,,oz 
at the leaſt that GOD and the Common-wealth may beeleſſe hurt and 
offended. And if wee thus direct our like, by Chuiſtian loue and charitie, 
then Chꝛiſt doeth pꝛomile and aſſure vs that he loueth vs, that we be the 
childꝛen of our Heauenly Father,reconciled to his fauour, very members

To ſuch 
men it may be ſayd,That though they ſweare truly,yetin (wearing often 
bnaduiſedly, koꝛ trifles , without necell ity, and when they ould nos 
ſweare, they be not without fault, but doe take GODS moſt holy Name 
in vaine. Much moꝛe vngodly and vnwile men are they, that abuſe |

things dayly in all places, but alſo in eating, dzink | x 
ning and ing. As if none of thele things might be donẽ except in 
doing of them, the moſt Holy Name of GDD bee commonly vced and a:

ture two notable puniſhments, Firſt, loſua and the people of Jſrael made 

a league and faithfull pzomiſe of perpetuall amity and friendſhip with 

the Gabaomtes : notwithſtanding afterward in the dayes of wicked 

Saul, many of theſe Gabaonites were murdered, contrary to the ſayd 

faithfull pzomiſe made. Wherewith Almighty GOD was loꝛe diſplea- 

led, that hee ſent an vniuerſall hunger vpon the whole country, which 
continued by the ſpace of thzee veeres. And GO D would net with- 


dꝛaw his puniſhment , vntill the layd offence was reuenged by the death 


of leuen ſonnes, oꝛ next kintmen of King Saul. And whereas Zedekias 2 g 244 


King of Hieruſalem, had pꝛomiled fidelity to the King of Chaldea, after- 
ward when Zedekias contrary to his oath and allegiance, did rebell — 


againſt King Nabuchodonoſor: this heathen King by Gods permilſion 
and luſterance, inuading the land of Jury, and beſieging the City of 
Hierulalem, compelled the Cayd King Zedekias to flee, and in fleeing, 
tooke him pꝛiloner, ew his ſonnes befoꝛe his face, and put out both his 


£yes : and binding him with chaines , ledhim pꝛiloner miſerably into 
Babylon, 


Thus doth G O D ſhew plainely how much hee abho2reth breakers kt 
of honeſt: pꝛomites bound by an oath made in his Name, And of them V's pro: 
that make wicked pꝛomiles by an oath, and will perfoꝛme the lame, wee miles are no: 
haue example in the Scriptures , chiefely of Herod , of the wicked — haps 
Jewes, and ok Icphrah, Herod pzomiſed by an oath vnto the Damoleſli 
which danced befoze him, to giue vnto her whatſoeuer ſhee would aſke : 


when ſhee was inſtructed befoze of her wicked mother to aske- the head 
of Saint Iohn Baptiſt, Herod,as hee tooke a wicked oath , (o hee moꝛe 


wickedly perfouned the lame, and cruelly flew the moſt holy Pꝛophet. 
Likewiſe did the malirious Jewes make an oath , curſing themſelues 
if they did eyther eate ozd2inke, vntill they had aine Daint Paul. And 3. 
Iephtah, when G O D had gitien to him vicozy of the childꝛen of Am- 
mon, pzomiled (of x toolich deuotion) vnto G O D, to offer fo? a la⸗ 
crifice vnto him, that perſon which of his olone houle ſhould firſt meete 1.4 ::. 
with him after his returne home. By fozce of which fond and vnadui- 
led oath, hee did ſlay his owne and onely daughter, which came out of 
houle with mirth and ioy to welcome him home. Thus the pꝛomile 
which hee made c mot tooliſhly) to GOD, againſt & HD S euer⸗

"ODD. adonble offence, -'Theref02e , oeyer ma⸗

The turning of By all thele examples of holy Scripture, wee may know, that as wee 
Gel Cone foꝛlake GD D, ſolhall hee euer fozſake vs. And what milerable ſtate 
— doeth conſequently and neceſſarily follow thereupon, a man may eaſuy 
conſider by the terrible thzeatnings of GOD, And although hee conlt | 
der not all the ſayd milery to the vttermoſt, being ſo great that it palleth | 
any mans capacitie in this life ſufficiently to conſider the lame: yet hee | 
(all ſoone perceiue ſo much thereof , that if his heart bee not moꝛe then 
ſtonie, oꝛ harder then the Adamant, hee ſhall feare, tremble, and quake, to 
call the ſame to his remembꝛance. Firſt the diſpleaſure of GOD to- 
wards vs is commonly exp2elled in the Scripture by theſe two things: 
by ſhewing his fearefull countenance vpon vs, and by turning his face, 
oꝛ hiding it from vs. By ſhewing his dzeadfull countenance, is ſignin⸗ 
ed his great wꝛath: but by turning his face oꝛ hiding thereof, is many |: 
times moꝛe ſignified , that is to ſay,that hee clearely fozſaketh vs,and gr: | 
ueth vs ouer. (The which ſignifications bee taken of the pꝛoperties ok 
mens manners, Foꝛ men towards them whom they fauour , commonly |? 
beare a good, a cheareful,and a louing countenance : ſo that by the face | 
02 countenance of a man, it doth commonly appeare what will oz minde 
hee beareth towards other. So when GOD D doth ſhew his dꝛeadfull 
countenance towards vs, that is to ſay , doth ſend dꝛeadfull p 
of Swoꝛd , famine. oꝛ peſtilence vpon vs, it appeareth that hee is greatly 
wꝛoth with vs. But when he withdꝛaweth from vs his TUo2d, the right 
doctrine of Chꝛiſt, his gracious aſliſtance and ayde( which is euer ioyned 
to his Wozd)and leaueth vs to our owne wit, our owne will and ſtrength; 
hee declareth then, that hee beginneth to foꝛlake vs, Foz whereas GOD 
hath ſhewed to all them that truely beleeue his Gol pell, his face of mercy 
in Jeſus Chꝛiſt, which doth lo lighten their hearts, that they ( if they 
behold it as they ought to doe / he tranltoꝛmed to his Image, be made par⸗ 
takers of the heauenl light, and of his holy Spirit, and bee faſhioned to 
him in all goodneſſe requiſite to the childzen of GOD : ſo, if they after 
doe neglect the lame, ik they bee vnthankefull vnto him, if they oꝛder not 
their liues accoꝛding to his example and doctrine , and to the ſetting foꝛth 
of his glozy,hee will take away from them his Kingdome, his holy Wozd, 
whereby hee ſhould raigne in them, becauſe they bꝛing not fooꝛth the fruit 
thereof that hee looketh foz, Neuertheleſſe,hee is ſo mercifull, and of ſo 
long cuſferance. that hee doth not ſhew vpon vs that great wzath ſudden- 
ly. But when we begin toſh2inke from his Wozd,not beleeuing it, oꝛ not 
expꝛeſſing it in our liuings: firſt hee doth ſend his meſſengers , the true 
zeachers of his TUozd, to admoniſh and warne vs of our duety: that as 
koꝛ his part, koꝛ the great loue hee bare vnto vs, deliuered his owne 
Sonne to ſuſter death, that wee by his death might bee deliuered from 
death, and be reſtored to the life ing, euermoꝛe to dwell with him, 
and to bee partakers and inheritours with him, of his euerlaſting gloꝛ⸗ 
and Kingdome ol Heauen: ſo againe, that we foꝛ our parts ſhould walke 
inagodly like, as becommeth his childzen to doe, And if this toil not 
| erue, 
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cerue but ill we remaine dil obedient to his Moꝛd ⁊ Mill, not knowing 
him, no2 louing him, not fearing him, noꝛ putting our whole truſt and 
confidence in him: and on the other ſide, to our neighbours behauing 
our ſelues vncharitably, by diſdaine , enute , malice, oꝛ by committing 
murder, robberp, adultery, gluttony, deceit, lying,ſwearing,o2 other like 
deteſtable woꝛkes, and vngodly beh zuiour, chen hee thzeatneth vs by ter: 3. 


rible comminations, ſwearing in great anger that whoſoeuer doth theſe 44.

wozkes,ſhall neuer enter into his reſt, which is the kingdome of Heauen.

The ſecond part of the Sermon 
of falling from God, 


N the koꝛmer part of this Dermon,yee haue learned how 
many manner of wayes men fall from GOD : ſome by 
idolatrte, ſome foz lacke of faith , ſome by neglecing of 
their neighbours, come by not hearing ot GODD Mod, 
come by the pleaſure they take in the vamties of woꝛldly 
things, Yee haue alſo learned in what miſery that man 
is, which is gone from GDD : and how that GDD pet of 
his infinite goodnelle, to call againe man from that his miſerte,vſeth firſt 
gentle admonitions by his Pꝛeachers, after he layeth on terrible thꝛeat⸗ 
nings. Now ik this gentle monition and th2eatning together doe not 
ſerue, then GOD will ſhew his terrible countenance vpon vs, hee will 
owꝛe intolerable plagues vpon our heads, and after hee will take away 

m vs all his ayde and afl iſtance, wherewith befoze hee did defend vs 
from all ſuch manner of calamitie , as the Euangelicallpzophet Eſay a- , 4 
greeing with Chziſts parable doeth teach vs, caying. That GDD had 
made a goodly vineyard foꝛ his beloued childꝛen, he hedged it, hee walled 
it round about, hee planted it with choſen 
the middeſt thereof,and therein alſo a wine · pꝛeſle. And when he looked 
that it ſhould bꝛing him koꝛth good grapes, it bought koꝛth wild grapes: 
and after it followeth, Now thall J ſhew you(ſaith G hat J will 
doe with my vineyard: J will plucke downe the hedges,thar it may periſh: 
J will bzeake downe the walles, that it may bee troden vnder foot: J 
Will let it lie waſte, it ſhallnot be cut, it ſhall not bee digged,but bꝛiers 
and thoznes (hall ouergrow it, and J ſhall command the Cloudes thas 
they ſh all no moꝛe raine vpon it, 

By thele thꝛe atuings wee are moniſhed and warned that if wee which 
are the choſen vineyard of GOD, hing not fooꝛth good grapes that is 
to lay, good woꝛkes that may bee delectable and pleaſant in his ſight, 
when hee fo2 them, when he ſendeth his meſſengers to call vpon 
vs koꝛ them, but rather bring kooꝛth wild grapes, that is to ſay, ſow2e 
wozkes, vnſauoury, and vnfruitfull : then will he plucke away all de⸗ 
fence, and ſuffer grieuous plagues of famine, battell, dearth, and death, 
to light vpon vs, Finally ik theſe cerue not, hee will let vs ah 
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- all naughtineſſe,all vice, and that lo abundantly , that they {hall cleane |: 
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will giue vs ouer, hee will turne away from vs, hee will dig and delue ng 
moe about vs, hee will let vs alone, and ſufter vs to bꝛung fooꝛth euen 
Cuch fruite as wee will, to bꝛing fooꝛth bzambles, bꝛpers, and thoꝛnes, 


ouergrow vs,choke,ſtrangle, and vtterly deſtroy vs, But they that in 
this wozld live not after G O D,but after their owne carnall libertie, 
perceiue not this great wꝛath of GOD towards them, that hee will not 
digge, noz delue any moꝛe aboutthem , that hee doeth let them alone e⸗ 
uen to themtelues. But they take this fo2 a great benefit of GOD , to 
haue all their owne libertie : and ſo they liue, as if carnalllibertie were 
the true libertie of the Golpel, But GDD foꝛbid / good people / that e 
uer wee ſhould deſire ſuch libertie. Foz although GOD luer lometumes 
the wicked to haue their pleaſure in this woꝛld, yet the end of vngodly 
lining is at length endleſſe deſtruction, The murmuring Jſraelites had 
that they longed foz, they had Quailes ynow, yea, till they were wea⸗ 
ry of them. But what was the end thereof * Their ſweete meate had 
Cowze ſauce: euen whiles the meate was in their mouthes , the plague 
of GOD lighted vpon them, and ſuddenly they died. So, it wee lue 
vngodly , and GOD cuffereth vs to follow our owne willes, to haue 
our owne delightes and pleaſures , and cozrecteth vs not with ſome |! 
e: it is no doubt but hee is almoſt vtterly dic plealed with vs, And 
hee bee long ere hee ſtrike, pet many times when he ſtriteth ſuch | 
ertons, hee liriketh them at once fo2 euer. So that when hee doeth not 
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him away fo euer. ſhould pearce our heart ſo ſoze, 
and put vs in ſuch hoꝛrible feare, as wee know inour conſcience, 
that we haue grieuouſly offended GO D, and doe ſo continue, and that yet 
hee ſtriteth not, but quietly Culkereth vs in the naughtines that wet haue 
delight in. (Then ſpecially it is time to cry, and to cry againe, as Dauid 
did: Caſtmee not away from thy face, and take not away thy Holy Spt- 
rit from mee. Loꝛd, turne not away thy facefrom mee, caſt not thy ſer- 
uant away in diſpleaſure, Hor not thy facefrommee, leſt J bee like 
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they mooue and ſtirre vs to cry vpon GOD with all our heart, that wee 
may not bee bꝛought into that ſtate , which doubtleſſe is lo lozrowfull, 
ſomilerable, and co dꝛeadtull, as no tongue can ſufticiently expꝛeſſe, 
noꝛ any heart can thinke, Foz what deadly griefe may a man ſuppoſe 
it is to bee vnder the wzath of GOD, to bee fozlaken of him, to haue 
his holy Spirit the Juthour of all goodneſle,to be taken from him, to bee 
bꝛought to lo vile a condition, that hee ſhall bee left meete foz no better 
purpole, then to bee foz euer condemned in Hell 2 Foꝛ not onely ſuch pla⸗ 
ces of Dauid doe ſhew, that vpon the turning of GO DS face from 
any perſons, they {all bee left bare from all goodneſſe, and farre from 
hope of remedie: but allo the place rehearſed laſt befoze of Elay, doeth 
meane the lame, which cheweth, that G O D at length doeth lo foz- 
Cake his vnfruitfull vineyard, that hee will not onely ſuffer it to bꝛing 
fooꝛth weedes , bꝛyers, and thoꝛnes, but alſo further to puniſh the 
vnkruitfulneſſe of it: Hee laith hee will not cut it, hee will not delue it, 
and hee will command the Cloudes that they ſhall not raine bpon it: 
whereby is ſignilied the teaching of his Holy Wozd , which Saint Paul, 
after a lize manner, expꝛeſled by planting and watering , meaning that 
hee will take that away from them, ſo that they ſhall bee no longer of 
his Ringdome, they (hall be no longer gouerned by his Holy Spirit, they 
(hall bee put from the grace and benefits that they had, and euer 
might haue emoyed though Chziſt ; they ſhall bee depꝛiued of the Hea- 
uenlylight , and life which they had in Chaiſt , whiles they abode in 
him : thep hull bee / as they were once) as men without G OD in this 
woꝛld, oꝛ rather in wozle taking, And to be ſhoꝛt, they ſhall be giuen in⸗ 
to the power of the deuill, which beareth the rule in all them that be caſt 


away from & OD, as hee did in Saul and Iudas, and generally in: is. 


all ſuch as wozke after their owne willes, the childꝛen ot miſtruſt and 
vnbeliefe, Let vs beware theretoze (good Chziſtian people)leſt that wee 
reiecting 02 caſting away GDDD CJo2d( by the which we obtaine and 
retaine true faith in GOD) bee not at length caſt off ſofarre , that wee 
become as the childꝛen of vnbeliefe, which be of two ſoztes , karre di- 
uerſe,yea, almoſt cleane contrarie:and yet both bee very farre from retur⸗ 
ning to GOD ; the one loꝛt, onely weighing their ſinfull and deteſtable 
living , with the right iudgement and ſtraightneiſe of GO S righte- 
ouſnelle , bee lo without counlaile, and bee ſo comfoztleſte(as they all 
muſt needes bee,from whom the Spirit of counſell and comfort is gone) 
that they will not be perſwadedin their hearts, -but that either GOD can 
not, 92 elle that hee will not take them againe to his fauour and mercie, 


The other, hearing the louing and pꝛomiles of GDDD mercie, 
and lo not conceiuing a right faith , make thoſe pzonuſes — 
then euer GDD did, truſting , that although they continue in their lin 


full and deteſtable lyuing neuer to long, yet that GDD at the end of their 
like, will ſhew his mercie vpon them, and that chen they will re⸗ 
turne. And both thele two loꝛts of men bee in a dimn wle ſtate, and 
yet neuertheleſte, GOD ( who willeth not the death of the wicked ) hath 
ſhewedm3anes, whereby both the Laine (ik they take heede in _ 
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may elcape. Che firſt, as they doe dzead Gods righttull iuſtice in punilh- 
ing unners ( whereby they (hould bee dilmayed, and ſhould del paire in 
deẽd, as touching any hope that may bee in themlelues ) ſo if they would 
conſtantly oz ſtedfaltly beleeue, that GODD mercy is the remedy appoin⸗ 
ted againſt ſuch delpaire and diſtruſt , not onely koꝛ them, but generally 
foz all that bee (ozry and truely repentant, and will there withall ſticke to 
GODS merce,they may be ſure they ſhall obtaine mercy,and enter into 
the pozt 02 hauen of lafegard, into the which whoſoeuer doth come, bee 
they befozetime neuer lo wicked, they ſhall be out of danger of euerlaſtuig 
damnation, as GOD by Ezechiel ſaith, What time ſoeuer a ſinner doeth 
returne,and take earneſt and true repentance , J will foꝛget all his wick: 
edneſſe. The other, as they be ready to beleeue GODS p2omiles, ſo they 
ſhould be as ready to beleeue the thꝛeatnings of G O D: as well they 
ſhould beleeue the Law, as the Golpel:as well that there is an hell a euer⸗ 
laſting fire, as that there is an Heauen, and euerlaſting toy : as well they 
ſhould beleeue damnation to bee thzeatned to the wicked and euill doers, 
as ſaluation to bee pꝛomited to the faithfull in woꝛd and wozkes : al well 
they ſhould beleeue GO D to bee true in the one, as in the other. And 
the ſinners that continue in their wicked living, ought to thinke , that 
the pꝛomiles of GOD D mercy, and the Gol peil, pertaine not vnto 
them being in that ſtate,but onely the Law, and thole Scriptures which 
contayne the wꝛath and indignation of GDD , and his thꝛeatnings, 
which ſhould certiſie them. that as they doe ouer · boldly pzeſume of Gods 
mercy, and liue diſſolutely : co doth G ſtill moze and moꝛe withdzaw 
his mercy from them, as hee is ſo pꝛouoked thereby to wꝛath at length, 
that hee deſtroyeth luch pzeſumers many times ſuddenly,Fo2 of ſuch S. 
Paul ſayd thus, When they ſhall ſay it is peace, there is no danger, then 
(hall ſudden deſtruction come vpon them, Let vs beware therefoe of 
luch naughty boldneſle to ſinne. Foz OD, which hath pꝛomiled his 
mercie to them that bee truely repentant (although it bee at the latter 
end ) hath not pꝛomiled to the pzeſumptuous ſinner,eyther that hee ſhall 
haue long life,o2 that hee ſhall haue true repentance at the laſt end. But 
foz that purpoſe hath Hee made euery mans death vncertaine, that hee 
ſhould not put his hope in the end, and in the meane ſeaſon ( to G 
high diſpleaſure)itue vngodly. CUherefoe,let vs follow the counſell of 
the wile man, Let vs make no tarrying to turne vnto the Loꝛd : let vs 
not put oft from day to day, foꝛ ſuddainly ſhall his wꝛath come, and in 
tune of vengeance hee will deſtroy the wicked, Let vs therefoze turne 
betunes , and when wee turne, let vs pꝛay to GOD, as Oſe 
ſaying, Foꝛgiue all our ſinnes,receiue vs graciouſly, And if wee turne 
to him with an humble and a very penitentheart, he will receiue vs to his 
fauour and grace. foꝛ his Holy Names ſake, foz his pꝛomile ſake, foz 
his tructh and mercies ſake, pꝛomiled to all f beleeuers in Je⸗

power, woꝛld without end. Amen. * 
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bee dꝛead and feared:foz it is an everlaſting loſſe without remedy of the 
grace and kauour of CD, and of euerlaſting ioy, pleaſure, and fetici- 
ue. And it is not onely the lolle foz euer of all thele eternall pleaſureg 
but allo it is the condemnation both of body and ſoule ( without either 
appcilation,oz hope of redemption(vnto euerlaſting paines in hell, tanto | 
this ſtate death lent the vnmercifull and the vngodiy rich man ( that Luke Þ 
ſpeaketh ot in his Solpel) who liuing in all wealth and pleaſure in this 
woꝛld, and cheriſhing himlelfe dayly with dainty kare, and goꝛgious ap: 
parell,delpiled pooze Lazarus that lay pitifull at his gate, miſerably pla: 
gued and full of loꝛes, and alſo grieuouſly pined with hunger, Both 
thele two were arreſted of death, which ſent Lazacus the pooze miſerable 
man by Angels anon vnto Abrahams bolome, a place of reft, pleaſure 
and conſolation : but the vnmercifull rich man deſcended downe into 
hell, and being in toꝛments, hee cryed fox comfoꝛt, complaining of the in⸗ 
tolerable paine that hee ſuffered in that lame of fire, but it was too late. 
Do vnto this place bodily death lendeth all them that in this woꝛld haue 
their toy and felicity all them that in this woꝛld bee vnfaithfull vnto 
GSD, and vncharitable vnto their neighbours , ſo dying without re- 
pentance and hope of GODS mercy, Wherefoze it is no maruaile,that 
the wozidly man keareth death, fo hee hath much moze cauſe ſo to doe, 
then he hunlelfe doeth conſider, Thus wee ſee thꝛee cauſes why wozldly 
men teare death. Dne,becauſe they ſhall loſe thereby their Woꝛldly ho- 
nours.riches, poſſeſſions, and all their hearts deſires : Another, becaule 

| 1diſeaſes, and bitter pangs, which commonly men ſuffer, 
either betoꝛe, oꝛ at che tune of death: but the chiefe cauſe aboue all other 
is the dzead of themilerable ſtate of eternall damnation bothof body and 
coule, which they feare (hall follow,after their departing from the woꝛldly 


_ pleaſures of this pelent life. 


For thele cauces be all moztall men,(which bee giuen to the loue of this 
(as the holy Apolile 
( euerlaſting thankes 
thele cauſes , 
man afraid to 
Holy G 
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excesdiug great benefits they bee, which GHD out Heauenly Father by 
his 
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his meere mercy, and koꝛ the loue of his Donne Jeſus Chat, hath laid 
vp in ſtoꝛe, and prepared foz them thathumbly ſubmit themlelues to 
GO will, andeuermoze vnkainedly loue him from the bottome of 
their hearts. And wee ought to belecue that death being flaine by Chift, 
cannot keepe any man that ſtedfaſtly truſteth in Chuſt, vnder his perpe⸗ 
tuall tyzannie and ſubiection : but that hee ſhall riſe from death againe 
vnto glozy at the laſt day, appointed by Almightie GDD, like as Chziſt 
our head did riſe againe, accoꝛding to GDDD appointment, the third 
day, Foz S. Auguſtineſaith , The head going befoze,the members truſl 
to follow andcome after. And S. Paul ſayth, It Chꝛiſt be rilen fromthe 
dead, we (hall riſe allo from the lame. And to comkoꝛzt all Chꝛiſtian per 
ſons herein, Holy Scripture calleth this bodily death a ſleepe, wherein 
mans lenſes be ( as it were / taken from him fo2 a ſeaſon,and yet when he 
awaketh , hee is moꝛe freſh then he was when hee went to bed. So, al⸗ 
though wee haue our loules ſeparated from our bodies fo a lealon, yet at 
the generall Reſurrection wee ſhall be mozefreſh, beautifull and perfec, 
then we be now. Foꝛ now we be moꝛtall, then ſhall we be immoztall: now 
infected with diuers infirmities , then clearely void of all moitallinfir- 
mities:now we be ſubtect to all carnall deſires, then wee ſhall be all Spi- 
rituall deſiring nothing but & DDD glozy,and things eternall, Thus 
is this bodily death a dooꝛe oz entring vnto life, and therefoze not Co much 
d2eadfull ( if it be rightly conſidered ) as it is comfo2table;not a milchieke, 
but a remedy fo all miſchiefe; no enemy, but a friend not a cruell tyzant, 
but a gentle guide leading vs not to moꝛtality, but toimmoztality;not to 
coꝛrow and paine, but to toy and pleaſure, and that to endure foꝛ euer, if

temne and ſet little by all other things, eſteeming them as doung, which 

betoꝛe he han in very great pꝛice, that he might be found in Chꝛiſt, to haue 
euerlaſtinglife,true holineſle, righteouſneſſe, and redemption, Finally, 


S. Paul maketha-plaine-argunient in this wiſe ; It our Heauenly Fa- , 


ther would not ſpare his owne naturall Sonne, but did giue him to 
death foz vs: how can OT a not giue vs all 
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things * Therefoze if wee haue Chꝛiſt, then haue wee with him, and by } 
him, all good things whatloeuer wee can in our hearts wiſh oz de- 
ſire , as victozie ouer death , ſinne, and Hell: wee haue the fauour 
of GOD, peace with him,holineſſe,wiſedome , iuſtice, power, life, and 
redemption, wee haue by him perpetuall health, wealth, iop, and blille

The ſecond part of the Sermon againſt 
the feare of Death, 


CT hath beene heretofoze ſhewed you, that there bee thꝛee 
P&Yy cauſes wherefoze men doe commonly feare death, Firſt, 

the ſozrowfull departing from wozldly goods. and plea- 
lures. The ſecond , the keare of the pangs and paines that 
come with death, Laſt and pꝛincipall cauſe is, the hoꝛ⸗ 
rible feare of extreme miſery , and perpetuall damnation 
in time to come. And yet none of thele thꝛee cauſes troubleth good men, be: 
cauſe they ſtay themlelues by true Faith,perfect Charity, and ſure hope of 
the endleſſe toy andbliſſe h | 

All thole therefoze haue great cauſe to be full of top, that ve joyned to 
Chꝛiſt with true Faith, ſtedkaſt Hope, and perfect Charitie,and not to 
feare death no2 — — Foꝛ death cannot depꝛiue them 
of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, noꝛ any ſinne can condemne them that are graffed ſurely in 
him, which is their onely toy, trealure, and like. Let vs repent our ſinnes, 
amend our liues, truſt in his mercy and ſatiſfacion, and death can nei: 


ther take him from vs, noꝛ vs from him. Foꝛ then (as Saint Paul ſaith ) 


whe ther wee liue oꝛ die, we be the Loꝛds own. And againe he ſaith,Chuſt 
did die, and role againe, becauſe he (ſhould be Load both of the dead and 
quicke. Then if we be the Loꝛds ovone when we be dead, it muſt needs 
follow that ſuch tempoꝛall death, not onely cannot harme vs, but allo 
that it ſhall bee much to our pꝛolit, and ioyne vs vnto G D D moꝛe per 
kectiy, And thereof the Chziſtian heart may ſurelp bee certified dy the in 
fallible oz vndeceiueable frueth of Holy Scripture. Jt is GOD (ſaith 
©.Paul)which hath pꝛepared vs vnto immoztalitie, and the ſame is hee 
which hath giuen vs an earneſt of the Spirit. /Therefoze let vs bee al- 
wapyes of good comt̃oꝛt. foꝛ we know, chat ſo long as we be in the body, we 
be ( as it were ar from GDD in a ſtrange countrey, ſubiea to many pe⸗ 
rils, walking without perfect ſight and knowledge of Almighty GOD, 
— — — But we haue a tourage a 
deſire rather to be at home with GDD and our Sauiour Chat; farre 
fromthe body , where we — — nndan, 
to our euerlaſting comfort, Thele Pauls words whereby

e m e 3 de⸗ 
liuering vs from our bodies , doth fend vs Ciraight home into our owne 
* countrey, 
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countrey, and maketh vs to dwell pzeſently with E O D koꝛ euer, in 
euerlaſting reſt a quietneſſe: So that to die, is no loſſe,but pꝛolit and win⸗ 
ning to ali true Chꝛiſtian people. What loſt the theefe that hanged on 
the Croſle with Chziſi;by his bodily death * yea, how much did he gaine 
by it * Did not our Sauiour ſay vnto him, This dap thou ſhalt be with 
me in Paradiſe *- And Lazarus, that pitifull perſon, that lap befoze the -* :«. 
rich mans gate, pained with loꝛes, and pined with hunger, did not death 
highly p2ofit and pꝛomote him, which by the nuniſtery of Angels lent him 
vnto Abrahams boſome, a place of reſt, ivy, and Heauenly conſolation? 

Let vs thinke none other / good Chziſtian people but Chꝛiſt hath pꝛepa⸗ 
red and made ready befoze, the lame toy and felicitie foz vs,. that he pꝛepa⸗ 
red foz Lazarus and the theefe. NAherefoꝛe, let vs ſticke vnto his ſaluation, 
and gracious redemption , and beleeue his Moꝛd, ſerue him from our 
hearts, loue and obey him, and whatloeuer we haue done heretofoze con- 
trary to his moſt Holy will, now let vs repent in time, and hereafter ſtudy 
to co2rect our lite: and doubt not, but wee ihall find him as mercifull vnto 
vs, as he was either to L12arus, o2 to the theefe,whoſe examples are wꝛit⸗ 
ten in Holy Scripture fo2 the comfozt of them that be ſinners,and ſubiect 
to loꝛrowes, miſeries, and calamities in this wozld,that they ſhould not 
deſpaire in GODD mercy, but euer truſt thereby to haue foꝛgiueneſle 
of theirſtnnes , and lie euerlaſting , as Lazarus and the theefe had, 
Thus J truſt, euery Chziſtian man perceiueth by the infallible oꝛ vnde- 
ceiueable Wozd of GOD , that bodily death cannot harme noz hinder 
them that truely belecue in Chꝛiſt. but contrarily ſhall pꝛoſit and pꝛomote 
the Chꝛiſtian ſoules, which being truely penitent fo? their offences, depart 
hence in perfect charitie , and in lure truſt , that GOD is mercifull to 
_ — ng theu ſinnes , koꝛ the merits of Jeſus Lhzilt his onely na- 
onne. 

The ſecond cauſe why ſome doe feare death, is loꝛe ſickeneſſe and grie⸗ The ſecond 
uous paines , which partly come befoze death, and partly accompanie <=» _ | 
or come with death , whenCoeuer it commeth. This keare is the feare 251, 
of the kraile fleſh , and a naturall paſſ ion belonging vnto the nature of a 
moꝛtall man, But true faith in GO D © p2omiles,and regard of the 
paines and pangs which Chꝛiſt vpon the croſle ſuffered foꝛ vs miſerable 
liners, conſideration of the toy and euerlaſting life to come in Hea- 
uen,will mitigate and all wage leſſe thoſe patnes, and moderate oz bzing 
into a meane this feare, that it ſhall neuer bee able to ouerthꝛow the 
hearty deſire and gladneſſe,that the Chziſtian ſoule hath to bee ſeparated 
from this cozrupt body, that it may come to the gracious p2eſence of our 
Dauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt. It wee beleeue ſtedfaſtly the Wozd of GD, we 
(hall that ſuch bodily ſickeneſle, pangs of death, oꝛ whatſocuer 
doloꝛous pangs we luſter , either befoze oꝛ with death, be nothing elſe in 
Chꝛiſtian men, but the rod of our Heauenly and louing Father, where- 
with hee mercifully cozrectethvs , either to trye and re the faith of 
his patient childzen , that they may bee found laudable, gloꝛious, and 
honourable in his ſight , when Jeſus Chziſt ſhall bee openly ſhewed'to be 
the Judge of all the wozld, W 
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euer ollendeth his Fatherly and gracious goodnelle.leſt they ould periſh 
euerlaſtingly. And this his cozrecting rodde ts conanon to all men that 
bee truely his. /Therefoze let vs caſt away the burden of ſinne that lyeth 


too heauie on our neckes , and returne vnto G O D by true penance Þ 


and amendment of our liues: let vs with patience runne this courſe 
that is appoynted, ſuſtering / foꝛ his ſake that dyed foz our Caluation ) all 
loꝛrowes and pangs of death, and death it ſelfe toyfully , when GOD 
lendeth it to vs, hauing our eyes fixed and let faſt euer vpon the head and

N this Sermon againſt the feare of death, two cauſes 
„ were declared, which commonly mooue wozldly men to 

bee in much feare to die, and yet the ſame do nothing trou⸗ 

ble the faithfull and good liuers when death commeth , 

but rather giue them occaſion greatly to reioyce, conſt 

dering that they ſhalbe delivered from the ſozrow and mi- 

ſerie of this woꝛld, and ve bzought to the great ioy and ke⸗ 

licitie of the lite to come, Now the third and ſpeciall cauſe why death in ... . 

deede is to bee feared, is the miſerable ſtate of the Woꝛldly and vngodly caule why 

people after their death : but this is no caule at all, why the godly and — is to bee 

faithfuil people ſhould feare death, but rather contrariwiſe, their godip y 

conuerſation in this lite, and veliete in Chꝛiſt, cleauing continually to his 

mercies, ſhould make them to long loze after that life, that remaineth foz 

them vndoubtedly after this bodily death, Ok this unmoztall late , 

( after this tranſitoꝛy life) where weeſhall line euermoꝛe in the pꝛelence 

of GOD, in ioy, and teſt, after victozie ouer all ſickneile, coꝛroweg, 

ſinne,and death:there bee many plaine places of Holy Scripture , which 

confirme the weake conſcience againſt the feare of all ſuch dolours , ſicke- 

ueſſes,ſinne , and bodily death, to all wage luch trembling and vngodly 

feare , and to encourage vs with comfozt and hope of a bleſſed ſtate after 

this life, Saint Paul wiſheth vnto the Epheſians, that GOD the Father Epbe/. it 

of gloty would giue vnto them the Spirit of wiledome and reuelation, 

that the eyes of their hearts might giue life to know him, and to perceiue 

how great things he had called them vnto, and how rich inheritance hee 

hach pꝛepared akter this life, foꝛ them that pertaine vnto him. And S. 

Paul himſelfe declareth the deſire of his heart, which was, to bee diſlolued 1. 

and looſed from his body, and to be with Chziſt , which as hee ſaid ) was 

much better foꝛ him , although to him it was moze neceſtary that hee 

ſhould liue, which hee refuſednot,fo2 their ſakes, Euen like as S. Martin 

caid, Good Lo2d,if I be neceſſary fo2 thy people to doe good vnto them, J 

will refuſe no labour:but elſe foꝛ mine owne ſelte, J beſeech thee to take 


myſoule, 207 
Now the holy Fathers of the old Lam, and all faithfull and righte⸗ 
ous men, wohich departed befoꝛe our Sauiour Chaiſtes aſcenſion into 
Heauen, did by death depart from troubles vnto reſt, from the hands 
of theirenemies , into the hands of G O D, from ſozrowes and ſick- 
neſles, vnto ioytull refreſhing in Abrahams boſome , a place of all com- 
fort and conſolation, as the Scriptures doeplatnely by manifeſt woꝛds 
teſtiſie. The Booke of ¶Miledome ſaith, that the rightcous mens ſoules 
bee in the Hand ol G O D, and no toꝛment ſhall touch them, They ler 
e ne death was RW 
3 rable, 
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rable, and their departing out of this woꝛld wzetched, but they bee in ref, 
And another place ſayth , That the righteous ſhall live foz euer, and 
their reward is with the Loꝛd, and their mindes bee with GOD, who 
w aboue all: therefoze they (hall receiue a glozious Kingdome, and a 
beautifull Crowne at the Loꝛds hand, And in another place the lame 
booke layth , The righteous, though hee bee pꝛeuented with ſodaine | 
death, neuertheleſſe hee (hall bee there where hee ſhall bee refreſhed, O 
Abrahams boſome, Chꝛiſts woꝛds bee ſo plaine, that a Chziſtitanman | 
needeth no moze p2oofe of it. Now then, it this were the ſtate of the ho: | 
ly Fathers and righteous men, befoze the comming of our Sauiour, | 
and-befoze hee was gloꝛiſied: how much moꝛe then ought all wee to haue 

a ſtedtaſt faith, and alure hope of this bleſſed ſtate and condition, after our 
death * ſeeing that our Sauiour now hath perfozmed the whole woꝛke 
of our redemption , and is glououdy aſcended intoHeauen , to pzepare Þ 
our dwelling places with him, and ſaid vnto his Father, Father, J will 
that where J am, my ſeruants ſhall bee with mee.

Saint Stcuen when hee was 
ſtoned to death , euen in the middeſt of his tozments , what was his 
mind moſt vpon * when hee was full of the Holy Ghoſt ( ſayth Holy 
Scripture ) hauing his eyes lifted vp vnto Heauen, hee caw the gloꝛy of 
GOD , and Jeſus ſtanding on the right hand of G O D. The which 
trueth,after he had conteſted boldly befoze the enemies of Chziſt , they 
dꝛew him out of the Citis, and there they ſtoried him, who cryed vnto 
GOD,ſaying , Lozd Jeſu Chziſt, take my ſpirit, And doeth not our 
Sauiour ſay plaineiy in S Iohns Goſpell Uerily,verily J lay vnto yon, 
Hee that heareth myUWozd,and beleeueth on him that lent me, hath euerla⸗ 
ſting life, and commeth not into iudgement, but (hall paſie from death to 
— — death to bee pꝛecious, by the which 

e vnto like: 

Theretoꝛe it is atrue ſaying of the Pꝛophet, The death of the holy and 
righteous men, is pꝛecious in the Lo2ds ſight. Holy Simcon, after that he 
had his hearts deſire in ſeeing our Sauiour, that he euer longed foz in 
his lite, he imbꝛaced, and tooke him in his armes, and ſayd,Now Lozd, let 
me depart in peace, koꝛ mine eyes haue beholden that Sauiour, which 
thou haſt pzepared foꝛ all Nations, ; 

It is trueth theretoꝛe, that the death of the righteous is called peace, 
and the benefit of the Loꝛd, as the Church ſayth , in the name of the 
righteous departed out of this wozld : My ſoule turne thee tothy reſt, 
koꝛ the Lowd hath beene good to thee, and rewarded thee, And wee Cee 
by Holy Scripture , and other ancient Hyſtozies of Martyꝛs, that the 
holy, faithfull, and righteous , euer ſince Lhziſtes al ,02 going vp, 
in their death did not doubt, but that they went to Chꝛiſt in Spirit, 
which is our like, health, caluation. Iobn in his Holy Re: 
uelation, Caw an humdzed foꝛty and foure thouſand virgins and inno⸗ 
cents, ot whom he ſayd, Thele follow neee

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reſt, F Co2uer hee goeth. And ſhoꝛtly after in the lame place hee ſayth, J heard 
a voyce from heauen, ſaying vnto mee, UWirite, Happy and bleſſed are the 
vho dead, which dye in the Lozd:from hencetoꝛthelurely tayth the Spirit / they 
(hall reſt from their paines and labours, toꝛ their wozks doe follow them: 
ſo that then they (hall reape with toy and comfort, that which they towed 
with labours and paines. . Os 

They that ſow in the Spirit, ot the Spirit ſhall reape euerlaſting life, 
Let vs therefoze neuer bee weary of well doing, koꝛ when the time of 
F reaping oꝛ reward commeth, wee {hall reape without any wearineffe 
7 cuerlaſting ioy. (Therefoze while wee haue time (as Saint Paul exhoz- G7. 
teeth vs let vs doe good to all men, and not lay vp our treaſures in earth, 
where ruſt and mothes cozrupt it, which ruſt (as Saint lames faith) 1; 
ſhall beare witneſſe againſt vs at the great day, condemne vs, and ſhall 
(like moſt burning fire) toꝛment our fleſh, Let vs beware therefoze (as 
wee tender our ,owne wealth) that wee bee not in the number of thoſe 
miſerable, couetous , and w2etched men, which Saint lames biddeth 
mourne and lament foz their greedy gathering, and vngodly keeping of 
goods, Let vs bee wiſe in time, and learne to follow the wiſe example of 
the wicked Steward. Let vs ſo wiſely oꝛder our goods and polleſſions, 
committed vnto vs hoere by GOD foꝛ aſeaſon, that wee may truely 
heare and obey this Commandement of our Dautour Chꝛiſt: I ſay vnto 
you ( ſayth hee ) make you friends of the wicked Mammon, that they e. 
may receiue you into euerlaſting tabernacles, oꝛ dwellings, Riches bee 
called wicked, becauſe the woꝛld abuſeth them vnto all wickedneſle, 
which are otherwiſe the good gifts of GOD,and the inſtruments where- 
by GOD S ſlexuants doe truely ſerue him in vſing of the ſame, Hee 
commanded them not to make them rich friends, to get high dignities 
and wozldly pꝛomotions, to giue great gifts to rich men that haue no 
neede thereof,but to make them friends of pooꝛe aud miſerable men, vn⸗ 
| to whom whatloeuer they giue, Chult takethit as giuen to himſelfe, 
And to theſe friends Chꝛiſt in the Goſpell giueth ſo great honour and pꝛe⸗ 
eminence: that hee ſayth., They ſhall receiue them that doe good vnto 
them, into euerlaſting houſes: not that men ſhall bee our rewarders fo2 our 
weldoing, but that Chzift will reward vs, and take it to be done vnto him: 
lelfe, whatloeuer is done to ſuch friends, : 

Thus making pooꝛe wꝛetches our friends , wee make our Sauiour 
Chuſtour friend, whole members they are: whoſe miſery as hee taketh 
koꝛ his owne milery, lo their releefe,ſuccour,and helpe, hee taketh foꝛ his 
Cuccour, releefe, aud helpe, and will as much thanke vs and reward vs 
fo our goodneſĩe ſhewed tu them, as if hee himlelfe had receiued like bene⸗ 
fit at our hands, as hee witneCeth in the Goſpell,ſaying,Uhatſoeuer yee 1 
haue done to any ot thele ons, which doe beleeue in mee, that 
haue yee done to my ſelfe, ekoꝛe let vs diligently foꝛeſee, that our 
karth and hope which we hau in Almighty G © ID, and in our 
Sauiour Chut, ware not faint, noꝛ that the loue which wee beare in hand 
to beate to him, ware not cold: but let vs ſtudy dayly and diligently to 
ſhew our lelues to be the true honourers and louers of GOD,by keeping

Ec haue heard befoze in this Sermon ok good oꝛder and 
0 2 obedience, manifeſtly pꝛoued both by the Scriptures and 
2 examples, that all cubieas are bounden to obey their Ma⸗ 
giſtrates, and foꝛ no cauſe to reſiſt, oꝛ w ,02 rebell, 
De) oꝛ make any [edition againſt them, yea they bee 
wicked men. And let no man thinke that hee can eſcape 
| vnpuniſhed, that committeth treaſon,conſpiracy,oz rebel⸗ 
lion againſt his ſoueraigne Loꝛd the King, though hee commit the lame 
neuer to lecretiy, eyther in thought, woꝛd, oꝛ deede, neuer lo pꝛiuilp, in his 
pꝛiuy chamber by himſelfe, oꝛ openly communicating, and conſulting 
with others. Foz treaſon will not bee hid, treaſon will out at length: 
GOD will haue that moſt deteſtable vice both opened and puniſhed,foz 
that it is co directly againſt his ozdinance, and agumſt his high pꝛincipall 
Judge, and Anoynted in earth. The violence and iniury that is commit: 
ted againſt authoꝛity, is committed againſt G O D, the Common-weale, 
and the whole Realme, which 5 O D will haue knowne, and condign⸗ 
ly and wozthily puniched one way oꝛ other. Foꝛ it is notably wzitten of 
the Tule man in Scripture, in the booke called Eccleſiaſtes: Wiſh the 
Bing no euill in thy thought, noz ſpeake no hurt of him in thy pziuy 
chamber: fo2 the bird of the ayze ſhall betray thy voyce, and with her er fea- 
thers ſhall bewꝛay thy wozds, Thele leſſons and examples are 
fot our learning. Theretoꝛe let vs all feare the moſt deteſtable vice of re- 
bellion, euer knowing and remembꝛing, that hee that reſiſteth oz withſtan- 


deth common authozity , reſiſteth 02 withſtandeth G © D and his oꝛdi

nance,as it may be pꝛoued by many other moe places of holy Scripture, 
And here let vs take heed that wee vnderſtand not thele oꝛ luch other like 
places ( which lo ſtraitly command obedience to {upertours, and ſo ſtrait:

truely the Scripture of GOD alloweth no ſuch vſurped power, full of 
enoꝛmities, abuſions, and blaſphemies., But the true meaning of thele 


and ſuch places, bee to extoll and ſet fozth GODS true ozdinance,and | 


the authozity of GOD anoynted Kings, and of their officers ap- 
poynted vnder them. And concerning the vlurped power of the Biſhop 
of Rome, which he moſt wzongfully 5 the [ucceſſo2 o2 Chuill 
and Peter: wee may ealily perceive how falte,fained,and foꝛged it is, not 
onely in that it hath no ſufficient ground in holy Scripture , but alſo by 
the fruits and doctrine thereof, Foz our Sauiour Chuſt, and ©, Peter, 


teach moſt earneſtly and agreeable obedience to Kings, as to the chiefe | 


and ſupzeinerulers in this wozld, next vnder G O D: but the Biſhop of 
Rome teacheth , that they that are vnder him, are free from all burdens 
and charges of the Common-wealth, and obedience toward their Pꝛince, 
molt clearely againſt Chzifts doctrine and S. Peters. Hee ought therefore 
rather to bee called Anti the ſucceſiour of the Scribes and Pha⸗ 


riles, then Chꝛiſts vicar, oꝛ S. Peters ſucceſſour : ſeeing that not onely in 


this poynt, but alſo in other weighty matters of Chꝛiſtian religion, in 
matters of remiſlion and foꝛgiueneſſe of ſinnes, and of ſaluation, hee tea- 
cheth lo directly againſt both D. Peter, and againſt our Sauiour Chꝛiſt, 
who not onely taught obedience to 
their conuerl ation and liuing: Foꝛ wee reade that they both payd tribute 
to the King : And allo wee reade that the holy Uirgin Mary, mother to our 


Sauiour Chꝛiſt, and Joleph, who was taken foꝛ his father, at the Empe⸗ 


rours commandement went to the Citty of Dauid, named Berhlchem, to 
be tared among other, and to declare their obedience to the Magiſtrates, 
fo2 GOD S oꝛdinances cake. And heere let vs not foꝛget the bleſſed 
Virgin Maries obedience , foz although ſhee was highly in GODD fa- 
uour, and Chziſts naturall mother, and was allo great with childe at the

GOD fauour and GOD D protection, Let vs pꝛay, that they 
may euer in all things haue God befoze their eyes.

vnto you , UUhoſoeuer leeth a Uoman, to haue his luſt of her, hathcom- 
mitted adultery with her already in his heart, Heere our Sauiour 
Chailt doeth not onely confirme and ftabliſh the Law againſt adulterie, 
giuen in the old Teſtament of GOD the Father by his ſeruant Moles,

interpꝛetation of the Scribes and Phariſes , Which taught that the

5 DU haue beene taught in the firſt part of this Sermon 
N n againſt Adulterie, how That vice at this dap raigneth 
mot aboue all other vices, and what is meant by this 
vo (Adulterie ) and how holy Scripture dill wadeth 
on diſcounſaileth from doing that filthy ſmne, & finally 
what coꝛruption commeth to mans ſoule thzough the 
ſinne of Adultery, Now, to p2oceed further, let vs heare 

what the bleſſed Apoſtle Saint Paul ſapthto this matter, wꝛiting to the 13; 
Romanes,hee hath theſe wozds : Let vs caſt away the wozkes of darke: 
neſle, and put on the armour of light. Let vs walke honeſtly as it were 
in the day time, not in eating and dꝛinzing, neither in chambering and 
wantonnelle, neither in ſtrife and — hes put pee on che Lozd Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſt, and make not pꝛouiſion koꝛ the fleſh to fulfill the luſts of it. Here 
the holy Apoſtle exhozteth vs to caſt away the wozkes of darkneſle, which 
(among other) he calleth gluttonous eating, dꝛintzing, chambering, and 
wantonnelle, which are all Miniſters vnto that vice, and pꝛeparations 
to induce and bꝛing in the filthy ſinne of the fleſh, Hee calleth them the

Pe are dearely bought(Caith he) therefoze glozifie GD D in your bodies, 
Chiilt that innocent Lambe of GOD,hath bought vs from the ſeruitude 
of the deuill, not with coꝛruptible gold x ſiluer, but with his moſt pzecious 


and deare heart blood. To what intent! That wee ſhould fall againe into

that wee ſhould glozifiehim in our bodies, by puritie and cleanneſſe of life, | 
ce declareth allo that our bodies are the members of Chziſt : How vn: | 


cemely a thing is it then to ceaſe to be incoꝛpoꝛate oz imbodyed and made 
one with Chziſt , and thzough whozedome to bee enioyned and made all 
one with a whoze ? UWrhat greater diſhonour oꝛ iniury can wee doe to 
Chꝛiſt, then to take away from him the members of his body, and to 
toyne them to whozes, deuils, and wicked ſpirits * And what moꝛe diſho⸗ 
nour can wee doe to our lelues, then thzough vncleanneſſe, to loſe ſo ex⸗ 
cellent a dignitie and freedome, and to become bonddlaues, and miſerable 
captiues to the ſpirits of darkenefle ? Let vs therefoꝛe conſider , firſt the 
gloꝛie of Chꝛiſt, then our eſtate , our dignitie, and freedome, wherein 
GOD hath ſet vs, by giuing vs his Holy Spirit, and let vs valiantly 
defend the lame againſt Satan, and all his craftie aſſaults,that Chu 
may bee honoured,and that wee lole not our libertie oz freedome , but ſtill 
remaine in one Spirit with him. | 

Moreouer , in his Epiſtle to the Epheſians, the bleed Apolfile willeth 
vs to be ſo pure and free from adultery, foꝛnication, and all vncleanneſſe, 
that we not once name them among vs as it becommeth Saints) noꝛ fil- 
thineſle, noꝛ fooliſh talking, noꝛ ieſting, which are not comely, but rather 
giuing of thankes : foz this ye know (Cayth he) that no whoꝛemonger, nei⸗ 
ther vncleane perſon,oz couetous perlon(Which is an idolater) hath any in- 
heritance in the Kingdome of Chꝛiſt and of GSD. And that we ſhould re⸗ 
member to be holy, pure, and free from all vncleanneſſe, the Holy Apoſtle 
calleth vs Saints, becaule we are ſanctified and made holy by the bloud of 

Chziſt,th2ough the holy Ghoſt. | 
Now if wee be Saints, what haue we to doe with the maners of the 
Heathen ? Saint Peter ſayth, As hee which called you is holy,euen ſo bee 
ye holy allo in your conuer[atian, becauſe it is wzitten, Be ye holy, foꝛ J 
am holy. Mitherto haue wee heard how grieuous a ſinne foꝛnication 
and whoꝛedome is, and how greatly GSD doeth abhozre it thzoughout 
the whole Scripture: How can it any otherwiſe bee then a ſinne of moſt 
abomination, 
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mination, ſeeing it may not once bee named among the Chziſtians, much 
teſle it may in any poynt bee committed, And lurely if wee would weigh 
the greatneſſe of this ſinne, and conſider it in the right kinde, wee ſhould 
linde the ſinne of whoꝛedome to bee that moſt filthy lake,foule puddle, and 

nking ſinke,whereunto all kinds of linnes and euils flow, where allo they 
haue their reſting place and abiding, | 2.9. 

Fot hath not the adulterer a pꝛide in his whoꝛedeme : As the Mile 
man layth, They are glad when they haue done euill, and retopce in 
things that are ſtarke naught, Js not the adulterer allo idle, andvelight- 
eth in no godly exerciſe, but onely in that his molt filthy and beaſily plea- 
ſure : Js not his minde pluckt , and vtterly dꝛawne away from all ver- 
tuous ſtudies, and fruitfull labours, and onely giuen to carnall and fle(h- 
ly imagination: Doeth not the whozemonger giue his minde to ; 
ny, that hee may bee the mote apt toſerue his and carnall p 2 
Doeth not the adulterer giue his minde to couetoul nelle, and to polling 
and pilling of other, that hee may bee the moꝛe able to maintayne his 
harlots and whoꝛes, and to continue in his filthy and vnlawfull loge * 
Swelleth hee not allo with enuy againſt other, fearing that his pꝛey 
ſhould bee allured and taken away from him * is hee not y2efull, 
and repleniched with wꝛath and diſpleaſure , even againſt his beſt be- 
loued , if at any time his beaſtly and diueliſh requeſt bee letted : What 
ſinne, oꝛ kinde of ſinne is it that is not ioyned with foꝛnitation and vohoze- 
dome ? Jt is a monlter of many heads: it receiueth all kinds of vices,and 
retuleth all kinds of vertues. Ik one ſeuerall mne bzingeth damnation, 
what is to bee thought of that ſinne, which is accompamed with all euils, 
and hath waiting on it whatloeuer is hatefull to God damnable to man, 
and plealant to Datan * | 

Great is the damnation that hangeth ouer the heads of koꝛnicatoꝛs 
and adulterers. What ſhall J ſpeake of other incommodities, which 
iſſue and flow out of the ſtinking puddle of whozedome ! Js not that 
treaſure , which befo:e all other is moſt regarded of honeſt perſons , the 
good fame and name of man and woman, loſt whozedome ? 
hat patrimony oꝛ liuetode, what ſubſtance, what goods, what riches 
doth whoꝛedome ſhoztly contume and bzing to nought * What vali⸗ 
antneſie and ſtrength is many times made weake, and deſtroyed with 
whoꝛedome! Nhat wit is lo fine,that is not beſotted and defaced tough 
whozedome: That beauty although it were neuer ſo excellent, is not dil⸗ 
figured thzough whozedome ! Js not whozedome an enemy to the plea- 
Cant flowze of pouth, and bzingeth it not gray haires and old age before the 
time What gift of nature ( it were neuer co p2ecious.) is not 
coꝛrupted with who ꝛedome © Come not many foule and moſt loathſome 
diſeaſes of whozedome:? From whence come ſo many baſtards and miſ⸗ 
begotten childzen, to the high dilplealure of GOD, anddiſhonour of

miſchiefe, and mitery, Now will J declare vntoyou in ozder, with 
what grieuous puniſhments G © D intimes paſt plagued adultery,and 
how rextaine wozldly Pꝛinces alſo did punilh it, that yee may perceiue 15 
that whozedome and koꝛnication bee ſinnes no leſſe deteſtable in the ſighs 5 
of GDD, and all good men, then J haue hitherto vttered. In the firſt 1 
booke of Moſes wee reade, that when mankind beganne to bee multiplt- |

ny other Hiſto2ies of the holy Bible, which declare the grieuous venge- 
ance, and heauy diſpleaſure of G O D againſt whoꝛemongers and adul- 
terers. Certes this eftteme puniſhment appoynted of G O D, cheweth 


euidently how greatly GOD hateth whozedome, And let vs not doubt, 


but that GOD at this pꝛelent abhoꝛreth all manner of vncleanneſſe no 
leſſe then hee did in the old law, and will vndoubtedly puniſh it, both in 
this would, and in the wozld to come, Foꝛ he is a GO D that can abide

| nke we ſhall eſcape free, and without puniſh- 
ment, Foꝛ hee hath pꝛomiled in his holy Law, to ſend moſt grieuous 
plagues vpon them that tranſgrefſe,o2 bzeake his holy Commandements, 
Thus haue we heard how GG D p the ſinne of adultery: let vs 
now heare certaine lawes, which the agiſtrates deuiled in their

voyd of all honeſtie. Among the Locreoſians the adulterers haue both 
their eyes tyꝛuſt out, The Komanes in times paſt puniſhed whozedome; 
ſometimes by fire, lometimes by (wozd, It any man among the Egyprians 
had beene taken in adultery,the law was, that he ſhould openly in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of all the people be [courged naked with whippes, vnto the number 
of a thouſand ſtripes , the woman that was taken with him, had her noſe 
cut off, whereby ſhe was knowne euer after, to be a whoze,and therefoꝛe 


7 tobeabhoucddfailmen, Among the Arabians, they that were taken in 


adultery, had their heads ſtrizen from their bodyes, The Achenians pu- 
niſhed whozedome by death in like manner. So likewiſe did the barba⸗ 
rous Tarcarians, Among the Turkes euen at this dap, they that bee taken 
in adultery, both man and woman are ſtoned ſtraightway to death, with- 
out mercy.Tyus wee lee what godly actes were deuiſed in times paſt of 
the high powers ot the putting away of whozedome, and foz the main- 
taining of Holy Matrimony,oz wedlocke, and pure conuertation. And 
theau of theſe acts were no Chziſtians, but the : yet 
were they ſo inflamed with the loue of honeſty and pureneſſe of life > that 
fo2 the maintenance and conleruation oz keeping vp of that, they made 


| godly Statutes , Cuffering neither foznication oz adultery to reigne in 


their Kealmes vnpuniſhed. Chzift ſaydto the people, The Nineuites 


ſhallriſe at the judgement with this Nation (meaning the vnkaithfull 
Jewes ) and ſhall condemne them : koꝛ they repented at the pzeaching of 
Tonas,but behold ( laith he) a greater then lonas is heere,(meaning him: 7. 15 


celle) and yet they repent not, Shall not ( thinke vou) likewiſe the Lo- 
crenſians, Atabians, Athenians, with luch other, riſe vp in the mdgement, 


and condemne vs, foꝛ as much as they ceaſedfrom the whozedome at the 


commandement of man, and wee hatie theLaw, and manifeſt pzecepts 
and-Commandements of GOD, and yet foꝛlatze wee not our filthy con- 
uerſation: Tru:ly,trucly, it ſhalbe eaſier at the day of iudgement,ts theſe 
Heathen, then to vs, except wee repent and amend, Foz though death of 
body leemeth to vs a grieuous puniſhment in this wozld foꝛ whozedome: 
pet is that paine nothing in compariſon of the grieuous toꝛments, which 
adulterers.fo2nicato2s,and all vncleane perſons ſhall ſuffer after this life. 
Foꝛ all ſuch(hall be excluded and ſhut out of the Kingdome of Heauen, as 
S. Paul ſaith, Bee not deceiued, foz neither whoꝛemongers, noꝛ worſhip- 
pers of Images, noꝛ adulterers, noꝛ effeminate perſous, noz Dodomites, 2,1% 
noꝛ theeues, noꝛ couetous perſons, no2 d2unkards,no2 curſed NED 
nor pillers , (hall inherit the Kingdome of G O D. And S. Lohn in his

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ſting, there ſhall bee fire and bꝛimſtone, there halbe weeping and gnaſhing 
Marz. Of teeth , the woꝛme that there ſhall gnaw the conſcience of the damned, 
414-9 ſhall neuer die. O, whole heart diſtilleth not euen dꝛops of blood, to heart 
and conlider thele things * It we tremble and ſhake at the hearing and 
naming of thele paines, Oh what ſhall they doe that ſhall feele them, that 
(hall ſuffer them,yea, and euer ſhall ſuffer , woꝛlds without end! GOD 
haue mercy vpon vs, ho is now lo dꝛowned in ſinne, and paſt all god- 
lineſſe, that he will cet moꝛe by filthy and ſtinking pleaſure, (which coone 
— rae by the loſſe of euerlaſting Glozy * Againe, who will lo 
giue himlelke to the luſts of the lleſh, that hee teareth nothing at all the 
paine of hell fire But let vs heare how wee may elchew the ſinne of 
whozedome, and adultery , that wee may walke in the feare of G O D, 
and bee free from thoſe moſt grieuous andintolerable toꝛments, which 
Kemedies Abide all vncleane perſons, Now, to auoid foznication , adultery 
whereby rs AND all vncleanneſſe, let vs pꝛouide that aboue all things, wee may 
»ucide torni- Kepe dur hearts pure and cleane , from-all cuill thoughts and 
ukery. carnall tuſts : foz if that bee once infected and cozrupt , wee fall 
headlong into all kinde of vngodlineſſe. This ſhall wee eallly doe, 
if when wee keele inwardly , that Satan our olde enemie tempteth 
vs vnto whozedome, we by no meanes conſent to his craftie cuggeſtions, 
=P but valiantly reſiſt and withſtand him by ſtrong faith in the Moꝛd of 
G OD, alleadging againſt him alwayes in our heart, this commande⸗ 
ment of GOD: Scriptum eſt, Non moœchaberis. It is witten, Thou ſhalt 
not commit whoꝛedome. It Mall bee good alſo foz vs, euer to liue in the 
feare of GOD, and to let befo2e our eyes the grieuous thteatnings of 
GO D againſt all vngodly ſinners, and to conſider in our minds, how fil- 
thy, beaſtly, and ſhoꝛt that pleaſure is, whereunto Satan continually 
ſtirreth and mooueth vs: And againe , how the paine appointed foz that 
linne, is intolerable and euerlaſting. Mozeouer, to vle a temperance 
and ſobuetie in eating and dꝛinking, to elchew vncleane communication, 
to auoide all filthie company, to flee idleneſle, to delight in reading the Holy 
Deriptures, to watch in godly pꝛayers and vertuous meditation, and at 
all times to exerciſe ſome godly trauailes, ſhall helpe greatly vnto the el⸗ 
chewing of whoꝛedome. | 
And heere are all degrees to be moniſhed, whether they be married oz 
vnmarried, to loue chaſtitie and cleanneſle of life, Foz the married are 
bound by the Law of GOD co purely toloue one another,that neither of 
them leeke any ſtrange loue. The man muſt onely cleaue to his wite , 
= and the wife againe onely to her husband: they muſt ſo delight one in a- 
nothers company, that none of them couet any other, And as they are 
bound thus to liue together in all godlineſſe and honeſty, ſo likewiſe it is 
their duty, vertuouſly to bzing vp their childzen, and pꝛouide, that they 
fall not into Satans ſnare, noꝛ into any vncleanneſſe , but that they 
come pure and honeſt vnto holy wedlocke, when time requireth, S0 
ukewiſe ought all Maſters, and rulers to pꝛouide that no whozedome, 
t no an point of vncleanneſſe bee vſed among their ſeruants, And againe, 
they that are ſingle , and feele in themſelues that —

common peace and quietneſſe, As it ſt betwirt two perſons and 
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eſiimation then is his good name. And a theefe hurteth but him from 
whom hee ſtealeth : but hee that hath an euill tongue, troubleth all the 
Towne where hee dwlleth,and ſometimes the whole Countrey, And a 
rayling tongue is a peſtilence Co full of contagioulneſſe, that Sant Paul 
willeth Chꝛiſtian men to fozbeare the company of ſuch, and neither to 
cate noꝛ dꝛintze with them. And whereas hee will not that a Chꝛiſtian 
woman ſhould foꝛlake her husband, although he bee an Infidell, oz that a 
Chꝛiſtian ſeruant ſhould depart from his Maſter , which is an Jnfidell 
and Heathen, and ſo luſter a Chꝛiſtian man to keepe company with an 
Jufidell : yet he foꝛbiddeth vs to eate o2 dzinke with a ſcolder,o2 quarrel- 
picker, And allo inthe ſixt Chapter to the Corinthians hee ſaith thus, 
Bee not deceiued , foz neither foznicatozs,neither wozſhippers of Idols, 
neither theeues , noꝛ dzunkards , noz curſed ſpeakers ſhall dwell in the 
Kingdome of Heauen. It muſt needs be a great fault, that doth moue and 
cauſe the father to diſherit his naturall ſonne, And how can it other: 
wiſe be, but that this curſed ſpeaking mult needs be a molt damnable ſin, 
the which doeth cauſe G O D our moſt mercifull and louing Father, to

riſe both vpon good and euill, and ſendeth his raine both vpon the iuſt 
and vniuſt. To this Doqrine of Chziſt agreeth very well the teaching of 
S. Paul, that choſen veſſ ell of & O D, who cealeth not to exhozt and call 
vpon vs, ſaying, Bleſle them that curle you,bleſſe,J cap, and curle not, 
recompenle to no man euill foꝛ enill, if it be poſſible ( as much as lpeth in 
you liue peaceably with all men. 
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will reuenge, layth the Loꝛd. Therekoꝛe if thine enemy hunger, feede 

if hee thirſt, giue him dꝛinke: bee not ouercome with euill, but o⸗ 

uercome euill with goodneſſe, All theſe bee the woꝛds of Saint Paul: but 

that bee full of ſtomacte, and let lo much by theinlelues, that they 

may not abide lo much as one euill woꝛd to bee ſpoken of them, peraduen⸗ 
ture will lay: It I bee reuiled, hall J ſtand ſtill like a gooſe , 92 a foole, an cicQior; 

with my finger in my mouth: Shall J be ſuch an ideot and dizard, to ſuf- 

fer every man to lpeake vpon Me what they liſt, to rayle what they li, to 


ſpue out all their venome againſt mee at their pleaſures * Is it not conue⸗ 


nient that hee that ſpeaketh euill, ſhould bee anſwered accoꝛdingly? It J 

ſhall vle this lenity and ſoftneſſe, J chall both increaſe mine enemies fro- 
wardnelle, and pzouoke other to doe like, Such reaſons make they that „ c6@:©; 
can ſuffer nothing, koꝛ the defence of their impatience; And yet if by fro: 
ward anſwering to a froward perſon, there were hope to remedy his fro: 
wardneſſe, hee ſhould leſſe offend that ſo ſhould anſwer, doing the lame 

not of ire 02 malice, but onely of that intent, that hee that is ſo fraward oz 


malicious, may bee refozmed, But hee that cannot amend another mans 


fault, 02 cannot amend it without his owne fault, better it were that one 


ſhould periſh then two. Then if hee cannot quiet him with gentle wozds, 
at the leaſt let hun not follow him in wicked and vncharitable words. 


Itt hee canpacifie him with ſuffering; let him ſuffer, and ik not, it is better 


to ſuffer euill, then to doe euill, to lay well, then to ſay euill. Foz to ſpeake . 
well againit euill , commeth of the Spirit ofG O D: but torendereuill 
foꝛ euill, commeth of the contrary ſpirit, And hee that cannot temper noz 
rule his owne anger, is but weake a feeble, and rather moꝛe like a woman 
oꝛ achilde,then a ſtrong man. Foz the true ſtrength and mantineſſeis to 
overcome w2ach,and to deſpite imuries, and other mens fooltſhneſle, And 
beſides this, hee that ſhall deſpiſe the wꝛong done vnto him by his enemp, 
euery man (hall perceiue that it was ſpoken oz done without caule: 
whereas contrarily, hee that doeth fume and chafe at it, ſhall helpe 
the cauſe of his aduerſarie , giuing ſuſpicion that the thing is true, 


And in ſo going about to reuenge euill, wee thew our ſelues to bee 


euill ; and while wee will puniſh and reuenge another mans folly , wee 
double and augment our owne folly, But many pꝛetences finde they 
that bee wilfull, to colour their impatience, Mine enemy, ſap they, 
is not wozthy to haue gentle woꝛds oz deedes, being ſofullof malice 
oꝛ frowardneſle, The leſſe hee is woꝛthy, the moze art thou there⸗ 
foꝛe allowed or G O D, and the moꝛe art thou commended of Chaſt ; 
foꝛ whole ſake thou ſhouldeſt render good fo euill, becauſe hee hath 
commanded thee , and alſo deſerued that thou ſhouldeſt ſo doe, Thy 
neyghbour hath peraduenture with a wozd offended thee : call thou to 
thy remembꝛance with how many woꝛds and deeds, how grieuouſly 
thou haſt offended thy Lozd GOD, Chat was man, when Chꝛiſt 
erer vey, vnwozthy to haue _ 
uour and mercy : Cuen (o, gentleneſſe and patience 

hee fozbeare , and tolerate , and ſuffer thee , hee is dayly

offended by thee : Foꝛgiue therefoꝛe a light treſpaſſe to thy 2 


I Peter 2» 
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that Chꝛiſt may fozgiue thee many thouſands of treſpaſſes, which art 
euery day an offender. Foꝛ if thou foꝛgiue thy bꝛother, being to thee z 
treſpaſler,then haſt thou a ſure ſigne and token, that GD D willfozging 
thee, to whom all men bee debters and trelpallers. How wouldeſt thoy 
haue GOD mercifullto thee , if thou wilt bee cruell vnto thy bꝛother⸗ 
Canſt thounot finde in thine heart to doe that towards another that is 
thy fellow , which God hath done to thee , that art but his ſeruant * 
Ought not one ſinner to fozgiue another, ſeeing that Chziſt which was 
no ſinner,did pꝛap to his Father koꝛ them that without mercy and deſpite: 

hee was reuiled, hee did not vle reuis 


wards night, when he went home, this [colder followed him, raging ſtill 
moꝛe and moꝛe, becauſe hee ſaw the other to ſet nothing by him: and after 
that her came to his gate ( being darke night ) Pericles commanded one of 
his ſeruants to light a toꝛch, and to bꝛing the ſcolder home to his owne 
houſe. Hee did not. onely with quietnelle tuſter this bzawler 
— lent a ſhame fox —— —-— then 
. a tofeſle wotle then 
then people, in a thing chiefely pertaining to Chziſts religion: Shall the 
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loſophy perl wade them moꝛe then G OD S Mod ſhall perſwade vs - ' | 
Shall naturall realon pꝛeuaile moꝛe with them, then religion ſhall with 1 
vs: Shall mans wildome leade them to thoſe things, whereunto the Hea⸗ 
uenly Doctrine cannot leade vs: hat blindneſſe, wilkulnelle, or rather 
madnelle is this ? Pericles being pꝛouoked, to anger with many villainous i 
wwo2ds, anſwered not a woꝛd. But wee, ſtirred but with one little woꝛd, ' 
what koule woꝛtze doe wee make © How dos we fume; rage, ſtampe, and 

ſtare like mad men Many men, ok euery trifle will matze a great matter, 

and of the Lparze of a little woꝛd will kindle a great fire,taking all things 

in the wot part, But how much better is it, and moꝛe like to the exam: xc... 0 
ple and Doctrine of Chꝛiſt, to matze rather of a great fault in our neighboz, wou men 1 
a ſmall fault,realoning with ourſelues after this ſozt : Hee ſpake thele — | 
woꝛds, but it was in a ſuddaine heate, oꝛ the dzinke ſpake them, and not 
he, oꝛ he ſpak? them at the motion of lome other, oꝛ hee ſpake them, being 

ignozant of the trueth , he [pake them not againſt mee, but againſt him 

whom he thought me to be, But as touching euill ſpeaking,hee that is 

ready toſpeake euill againſt other men, firſt let him examine himſelfe, 

whether hee bee kaultleile and cleare of the fault which hee findeth in ano⸗ 

ther.

It is a ſhame foz 

him that is blind, to call another man blind, and it is moze ſhame foz him 

that is whole blind, to call him blinkard, that is but purblinde. Foz 
is to ſee a ſtraw in anothers mans eye, wohen a man hath a blocke in
